The number of pamphlets and small books which attempt to give an outline 
of all the topics which are part of post-war reconstruction, is now growing so 
large that a comprehensive catalogue is not possible, The few listed here 
are selected for their usefulness in indicating the major outlines and several 
branches of the subject rather than one or a few particular aspects; and also 
for illustrating different approaches to this comprehensive treatment. 


It is important to note the distinction between international and domestic 
policies, ‘hile in practice these are necessarily interconnected, nevertheless 
much of the literature which undertakes a general discussion of “the post-war 
problem" is largely confined to the first mentioned aspect, (For a more 
extended list of these see special Bibliography A), Booklets dealing system- 
atically with the principal domestic applications of policy are much fewer, 
and it is with these that the present list is particularly concerned. 


References which attempt a balanced exposition of both international and 
domestic branches of policy are indicated by an asterisk in the first group.
